HUMILIATES HIS OWN LAWYER |

Henry Spencer was found guilty at Whea- 
ton yesterday of the murder of Mrs. Mildred 
Allison-Rexroat on the night of Sept. 26 at 
Wayne, III. The jury fixed his penalty at 
death on the gallows. 

The verdict was read at 7:45 o' clock, after 
the jury had been out approximately two 
hours. Spencer heard the sentence calmly. 

The court clerk polled the jury individually. 
Was this and is this your verdict?” Fach 
man rose as his name was called and with 
a low voice and a grave face replied: “ Tes.“ 

The room was quiet. Judge Mazzini Slusser 
instructed the clerk: ‘‘ File the verdict and 
enter a motion for a new trial.”’ 

Then Spencer sprang to his feet, dragging 
with him the deputy to whom he was hand- 
cuffed. 

Lou don't need to give me any new trial,“ 
he shouted. I don’t ask for anything. I’m 
no cringing thief or burglar. I want no fav- 
ors. Give me the rope. D — you all, you

Swearing. 


State Springs Surprise. 
The state sprung a surprise when Prose- 


cutor Hadley announced early in the morning 


the state had closed its case. The proceed- 
ings were rushed, and the jury retired to 
deliberate at 5 o’clock. Re 

A quick verdict was anticipated, and Spen- 
cer remained in the courtroom with Sheriff 
A. A. Kuhn; his attorney, Anton Remus, and 
Deputy Hermanson. He showed little con- 
oO and joked and laughed about the ver- 

ct.

Let's flip a coin to see what the verdict will 
be. Heads I swing, tails 1 go free," 

He tossed the piece into the air. It fell 
flat on the table.

Only Two Ballots Taken. 

Only two ballots were taken. When the 
jurors entered the room on the third floor 
of the Du Page county courthouse they 
busied themselves first with the exhibits. 
Foreman John Jurgenson discussed the case. 
They took one ballot. They stood 11 to 1 for 
Langing. Then they sent for the guard and 
ordered dinner. After the dinner they an- 
nounced they had reached a verdict. The

notified Every one connected with the case 
was in his place when the twelve men filed 
in except the prisoner’s attorney. The mo- 
tion for a new trial will be heard a week from 
today. 

The biggest crowd that ever entered the 
courthouse was there. Every schoolboy in 
the village, apparently, came to see the no- 
torious prisoner. And there were several 
children in arms. 

Calls Devil His “Only Friend.” 
In the morning session of the trial Spencer 


| himself took the witness stand. He refused 


to take the oath. 

There is no God.“ he said. “ The only 
friend I’ve got is the devil. I'll swear by 
him.“ 

His attorney asked him questions, and his 
* Prosecutor 
Hadley, cross examining, could get little 
else from him save blasphemies and insults. 

Tell your troubles to the jury. They are 
my judges, not you,“ he would cry, when 
Hadley asked him a question he didn’t like. 

Zeman's address to the jury was received 
with weary smiles. He tried to show the po- 
lice had framed up a case on his client, tried 
to prove an alibi to show the prisoner was 
insane. | 

He had planned, it is asserted, to show 
Spencer mentally was not responsible. It 
was his intention to show the jury the life 
of the.prisoner since boyhood, how he had 
been beaten, sent to prison, put in solitary, 
given the water cure, hung up by the thumbs, 
and to prove that because of this treatment 
Spencer never had had a chance, that his 
hate of society had twisted his brain, and 
made him irresponsible. 


Humiliates His Attorney. 

But Spencers conduct on the stand did 
not bring out this testimony. His reiteret«d 
“JT don’t know humiliated Zeman. He 
made the beet plea he could, under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Hedley and his assistant ripped the plea to 
pieces and brought out every scintillae of evi- 
dence. They demanded either the death 
penalty or an acquittal, asserting if he were 
given life imprisonment or an indeterminate 
sentence, or was committed to an asylum tor 
the criminal insane, political influence might 
be brought to bear which would release him, 
and that society then would be menaced with 
a dangerous criminal. 

The motion for a new trial will be made, 
according to Attorney Zeman, although he 
said Spencer has no funds. It is believed if

JANITORS’ STRIKE 


Mrs. Bina Simpson, with Mop 
and Bucket, Takes Hold at 
64 Barry Avenue. 


ROUTS FOUR RUDE MEN. 


Women entered a new fleld of endeavor 
yesterday—and mastered it. 

It is the business of strike breaking. The 
janitors’ strike on Barry avenue was practi- 
cally settled in the afternoon when Mrs. 
Bina Simpson donned her apron, rolled up 
her sleeves, and seized the bucket and mop. 

For more than a month nonunion men jan- 
itors have been driven from their work in the 
besieged flat building at 644-46 Barry avenue 
by the four union janitors who went ouf on 


certain duties they believe they should not 
be forced to perform. 


Mrs. Simpson Iseues Her Defiance. 

Then the woman strikebreaker stepped in. 
Two hours later the wrecking crew of strik- 
ers occupied cells in the Sheffield avenue po- 
lice station. Last midnight Mrs. Simpson, 
still on the job, issued her defiance. 

I'm janitor of this place, said Mrs. Simp- 
son, rolling a sleeve up overa sturdy forearm, 
„and I’m going to remain janitor. If those 
strikers want to come back and dispute that 
question with me, I am waiting for them.” 

Life has been one disturbance after another 
for the tenants of the FeFttman flats, since 
the strike started. Milk has disappeared 
from the bottles on the back porch. Some- 
body has been taking the morning newspa- 
pers. For more than a week the hails and 
corridors of the building were permeated 
with a chemical nuisance which produced 
an evil odor. 


Icy Flood One of Annoyances. 

One morning one of the tenants awoke and 
jumped out of bed. He stepped into icy water 
up to his ankles. He was not alone in that 
horrible early morning shock. All of the flats 
had been flooded with water, which was 
forced through the radiators because some 
one had filled the boiler beyond its capacity. 

Other janitors employed to fill the vacancies 
of the strikers, were so harassed that they 
quit. The predecessor of Mrs. Simpson was 
a negro. He was last seen going down the 
street with the wrecking crew walking fast 
behind him. . 

When Mrs. Simpson took the job yesterday 
she was surrounded by four men who at- 
tempted to take her bucket and mop away 
from her and run her out of the building. P. 
C. Feltman, owner of the building, telephoned 
for the police. 

Mrs. Simpson swung her mop. The battle 
was far from one-sided when Detectives Mof- 
fatt, Manix and Herman arrived. They res- 
cued the four men from the wrath of Mrs. 
Simpson. The quartet gave the names of 
Michael Rexting.

TEACHER UPHELD 
IN ‘MOTHER’ CASE 


New York Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Orders Gotham Prin- 
cipal Reinstated. 


VERDICT FAR REACHING. 


New York, Nov. 14.—[Special.]—School 
teachers may bear children without jeopard- 
izing their empioyment, according to a de- 
cision handed down today by Justice Seabury 
in the Supreme court. 

Judge Seabury granted a peremptory writ 
of mandamus ordering the board of educa- 
tion to reinstate Mrs. Bridget C. Peixotto, 
formerly acting principal of public school 
14, who was dismissed on a charge of being 
„absent without leave for the — of 
bearing a child.” 

Justice Seabury’s decision, if sustained on 
the appeal which it is said will be made, 
will be far reaching in its effect. Not only 
does it establish the right of married teach- 
ers to bear children, but it overrules the 
contention of the board of education lawyers 
that a dismissed teacher has no right of ap- 
peal to the courts. 


Paves Way for Appeals, 

The principal contention of the corpora- 
tion counsel's office, which opposed Mrs. 
Peixotto in comrt, was that her appeal 
should have been made to the state com- 
missioner of education. Alfred J. Talley, 
who appeared for Mrs. Peixotto, said today 
the decision would open the way for all 
teaclfers who believe their dismissals il- 
legal to appeal to the Supreme court. 

The decision unless reversed will make se- 
cure the positions of Mrs. Catherine C. 
Edgell of Erasmus Hall High school, Brook- 
lyn, and several other teachers who have 


been summoned to trial on charges of neg- 


left of duty because of absences due to 
motherhood. 

In Justice Seabury’s review of the case 
it appears that a majority of the board 
of education which investigated Mrs. Peix- 
otto’s dismissal decided it was bad pol- 
icy’ for teachers who are about to be- 
come mothers to appear before pupils and 
that the board is trying to get rid of mar- 
ried teachers, ¢ 


Board Held in Error, 

The court decided that this is illegal in 
the absence of express authority granted the 
board by the legislature, and expressed a 
doubt as to whether such a law would be 
constitutional In the opinion Justice Sea- 
bury says: 

The policy of our law favors marriage 
and the birth of children, and I know of no 
provision of our statute law or any principle 
of common law which justifies the inference 
that a public policy which concededly sanc- 
tione the employment of married women as 
teachers should treat as ground for expulsion 
the act of a married womap in giving birth 
to a child.” 

Mrs. Peixotto’s child was born on April 7, 
and on April 22 she received notice of her 
suspension. She was tried and found guilty 
of continued absence from duty for the 
purpose of bearing a child,” and was dis- 
missed from the service on Oct. 8 Her law- 
yer said today the action of the court means 
that in addition to her reinstatement she 
will receive about six months’ pay which 
has been held up.

Hope to Prevent Complete Rupture,

plete rupture of diplomatic relations. 

This conviction is based upon the fact thas 
Washington has not put into effect its im 
plied threat to remove the embassy or an- 
nounced any new course of action. 

Sir Lionel Carden, the British minister, has 
conveyed to Huerta an intimation that the 
United States is earnest In its intentions and 
ls said to have told the president that the 
British government is dispobed to back the 
United States morally. 


British Stand Blow to Huerta. 
For publication Sir Lionel was reticent 
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regurding his representations to Huerta, but 


it is an open secret that they were made. and 
Huerta is sald to have been deeply impretsed 
when he realized that the nation which he 
had believed would stand by him indefinitely 
had joined with one he already regards as hig 
enemy. 

That Huerta’s friends are attempting ‘o 
persuade him to vacate the presidency in 
favor of the head of the Supreme court, or at 
least to prevent the new congress from meet- 
Ing. le a feature of the situation that le not 
discussed by them except with absolute se- 
crecy.

Congress to Convene Today. 

Tomorrow is the date fixed for the pre- 
liminary meeting of congress, and tonight 
there appears to be no reason to believe that 
ft will not convene, notwithstanding the un- 
equivocal demand of the United States that 
it should not do so. After the presentation 
of members’ credentials and organization 
there will be a lapse of some days before 
the body meets in formal session to listen to 
the president's message 

It has been represented to Huerta that the 
United States doubtless will_regard this 
preliminary meeting as seriously as it would 
were it the formal day of opening. since it 
will indicate the intention of the Mexicana 
government to defy Washington in thie re- 
gard. 

Admitted Huerta Is “Up a Tree.” 

Those now lined up against Huerta admit, 
however, that his position is a perplexing 
one, since the law provides that the resigna- 
tion of the president must be made to con- 
gress. 

The only congress in Mexico today isin jali, 
and Huerta does not feel justified in com- 
pounding his humiliation, friends say, by 
sending his resignation to the penitentiary.

Huerta continues to prosecute his military

Juchitepre, an im- 
portant town in the state of Morelos, fell 
into the hands of the followers of Zapata 
yesterday. The federals evacuated the town 
after a stiff fight. 

The presence of rebels along the lines be- 
tween the capital and Vera Cruz indicate an 
intention on their part to isolate the capital. 
This is contributing largely to the alarm felt 
here. 

For the most part, however, residents of 
the capital are almost apathetic.

Perhaps 85 per cent of the American resi- 
dents have left the capital, but it is not 
improbable that those now here will remain, 
at least until there is a final rupture of rela- 
tions.

William Bayard Hale, the unofficial repre- 
sentative of the president, has been holding 
conferences with Carranza, endeavoring to 
ascertain if there is not some man accept- 
able to the rebel general who likewise will 
be approved by the Huertaistas. 

The constNutionalists say a compromise is 
impossible. They declare there is only one 
solution of the Mexican situation—that is for 
the United States to remove the embargo on 
arms and morally support them in their 
struggle against Huerta. They are absolute- 
ly against entering into any negotiations 
which would have him asa party. 


Huerta Remains Defiant. 

That Huerta intends to keep his finger on 
the throttle is shown by an ultimatum he 
has delivered. He has cabled here that if the 
United States lifts the embargo on arms the 
Mexican people will regard the constitution- 
alists as Americans and so deal with them. 

In case this government gives its backing 
to Carranza he believes he will be able to 
appeal to the patriotism of practically all 
Mexicans. 

He will point out that the United States al- 
ready has intervened diplomatically, having 
said to the Mexican people that no man shall 
be their chief executive who does not meet 
with the approval of President Wilson. Here 
is an attack upon Mexican sovereignty which 
he proposes to use in a campaign of ant!- 
Americanism. 


REBELS CAPTURE CULIACAN. 

Nogales, Mexico, Nov. 14.—Culiacan, capital 
of Sinaloa, was captured by constitutional'sts 
early this morning. In the assault the con- 
stitutionalist loss was twenty killed and 
eighty wounded, according to the figures 
given by Gen. Obregon, who himself was 
slightly wounded. He did not state the fed- 
eral loss. He confirmed the death of Col. 
Garmendia, who shot down the colonel who 
attempted to arrest President Madero during 
the Felix Diaz uprising in Mexico City. 

Cullacan is the capital of the state adjoining 
Sonora on the Pacific coasttothesouth. Al- 
ready the insurgents hold Cullacan's seaport. 


Rebels to Starve Chihuahua. 

El Paso, Tex., Nov. 14— American and 
other refugees from Chihuahua arrived to- 
day in Juarez. The Americans say Villa's 
rebel troops had completely surrounded the 
city on Thursday. 

Barbed wire fences, charged with electrici- 
ty, which had been strung around the Aty 
by Gov. Mercade, have been torn down by 
the rebels, and mines which the federals had 
— have been located and rendered use- 
ess. 

Villa’s plan, it is claimed, is to starve Chi- 
huahua into surrender. Food in Chihuahua 
already is scarce. 


Victoria Faces Rebel Attack. 
Brownsville, Tex., Nov. 14—An attack on 
Victoria, capital of Tamaulipas, has been 
started by the constitutionalist general, 
Pablo Gonzales, according to Gen. Jesus Car- 
ranza, who arrived here today. Carranza 
said the attackers include 7,000 men, twen- 
ty-eight machine guns, and fourteen cannon. 


Insurgents at Mexicali. 
Mexicali, Mexico, Nov. 14.—Rodolfo Gal- 
lego will attack Mexicali tomorrow or Sun- 
day, according to fetters and telegrams re- 
ceived from him today. The insurgent chief 
declares he has a force of 850 men with which 
to engage the federal garrison of 800. Gal- 
lego said he announced his plans in order to 
give the American residents a chance to cross 
the border to Calexico, Cal. 


Tuxpam Oil Fields Tied Up. 
Vera Cruz, Nov. 14.—Rear Admiral Bousch 
reports from the Louisiana off Tuxpam that 
a large force of rebels has compelled the 
shutting down of all work in the oil fields 
in that region. The dispatch adds that six- 
ty-five Americans and other foreigners, in- 
cluding twenty-five women and children, 
have been unable to leave Tuxpam. At a 
late hour tonight it was reported the rebels 
had captured Tuxpam. 


BRITAIN MAKES STAND KNOWN. 
LONDON, Nov. 14.—In reply to President 
Wilson’s comm tion announcing his 
determination to eliminate Gen. Huerta and 
his adherents from power in Mexico, Great 
Britain today answered formally through 
Ambassador Walter H. Page that its policy 
was strictly one of non-interference.

INDICTMENT FOR 
TAMMANY BAGMAN 


E. P. Fowler of Kingston, N. Y., 
Charged with Extortion; 
Accused by Hennessy. 


ECHO OF SULZER’S TRIAL. 


Said to Have Forced $250 from 
Contractor; Threatened Work 
Would Not Be Approved. 


New York, Nov. 14.—Everett P. Fowler of 
Kingston, N. X., who was described by John 
A. Hennessy, graft investigator for former 
Gov. Sulzer, as the Tammany dagman 
for contributions from state highway con- 
tractors, was indicted today on a charge of 
| extortion. : 

He was accused of forcing Seneca P. Hull, 
a highway contractor of Cortland, N. T., and 
an enrolled Republican, to give $250 as a 
Democratic campaign contribution under 
threat that the work on Hull's $23,500 state 
road contract in Cortland county would not 
be approved by the state highway inspectors 
and that his pay would be held up. 

The indictment was the first growing out of 
the inquiry by District Attorney Whitman 
into the charges of graft in the state high- 
way department made by Hennessy during 
his recent election campaign against Tam- 
many Hall and repeated by him as a witness 
at the district attorney’s John Doe in- 
quiry. More indictments, which may include 
conspiracy as well as extortion, are expected. 


Supports Testimony by Documents. 

Hull told his story to the grand jury today 
and produced documentary evidence to sup- 
port it. This included letters from William 
H. Kelly, Democratic committeeman of 
Onondaga county, inviting him to meet 
Fowler in Syracuse; his check for the $250 


chairman of the Democratic state commit- 
tee, and a letter from Arthur A. McLean, 
treasurer of the committee, acknowledging 
the contribution toward the legitimate 
expenses of the committee in the pending 
campaign. 

The contribution was made on Oct. 31, 1911, 
but District Attorney Whitman has been un- 
able to find a record of it in McLean’s state- 
ment of the campaign contributions to the 
committee as required by the corrupt prac- 
tices act. 


Not “ Wise to the Game.” 
Hull told the grand jury he did not pay any 
attention to Kelly’s first letter inviting him 
to meet Fowler, as he did not see why he, a 
Republican, should have any dealings witha 
Democratic committeeman. 
It was his first state contract and he didn't 
know “the game,“ he said. The second let- 
ter being more insistent, he went to Syracuse 
and saw Fowler at the headquarters of the 
county committee in that city. 
** Fowler told me, Hull said, that I had 
a contract for $23,000 and that I was down 
on the list for a $250 contribution. He said 
if I Ididn’t come across the local inspector 
wouldn't pass my work, the chief inspector 
at Albany wouldn’t pass my work, and that 
my pay would be held up.“ : 


Felt Obliged to Contribute, 
Hull explained that contractors were paid 
for the work by sections and that payment 
for one section gave them the capital to pro- 
ceed with the next one. Under the circum- 
stances, he said, he felt obliged to make out 
the check. ; 
The witness said further that he saw seven 
or eight other contractors waiting outside 
the office when he left Fowler. Kelly, he 
said, was not present at this interview. 
In the opinion of District Attorney Whit- 
man, Hull’s evidence gives color to the 
story which Hennessy testified George H. 
McGuire of Syracuse told him of an alleged 
meeting in the offices of Gov. Dix in Albany 
in 1911, at which Fowler, Norman E. Mack, 
and C. Gordon Reel, then superintendent of 
highways, were present. 
The district attorney is now more strongly 
than ever convinced that McGuire will make 
a clean breast of all he knows when he re- 
sumes the stand at the John Doe inquiry 
next Wednesday.

FEARS WAR MUST COME. 
LONDON, Nov. 15, 2 a. m.—Discussing the 
Mexican situation the Spectator says that 
even if President Wilson succeeds in induoc- 
ing Huerta and his government to retire it is 
impossible to believe a reformed administra- 
tion, such as Americans earnestly desire, 
can be established. 

A far more likely result of Mexico's hu- 
miliation, the paper adds, would be the estab- 
lishment of some sort of national party with 
the purpose of shaking off American dom- 
ination, and war would only be postponed 
until Mexico was better prepared to fight. 
“In one way or another, sooner or later,” 
the Spectator continues, the present Amer- 
ican policy must lead, in our opinion, to armed 
Intervention followed by annexation. There 
is no other way in which one state can per- 
manently control another. 


Wilson’s Plans Will, Go Awry. 
“Tf an invasion comes all of President 
Wilson's well meant resolves to make clear 
to foreign nations that nothing will induce 
the United States to acquire territory as a 
result of intervention will come to naught.

Irish Leader and Wife Assailed 
by Woman in English Train.

DEAD CAT STRIKES BIRRELL 


Votes for Women Sympathizer Attacks 
Cabinet Member. 


NEWCASTLE, Nov. 14—John E. Redmond, 
the Irish leader, and his wife were attacked 
by a suffragist today while on a train at 
Durham. 

The suffragist entered the compartment 
where Mr. and Mra. Redmond were seated, 
and, after saying the Irish leader had not 
done enough for the women of Ireland, struck 
him on the head and Mrs. Redmond on the 
back. She then scattered the contents of a 
bag of flour over Mr. and Mrs. Redmond. 

A train attendant ejected the woman from 
the train and handed her over to the police. 


Suffragists Thrown Out. 

BRISTOL, Nov. 14.—Militant suffragists 
made an attack on Augustine Birrell, chief 
secretary for Ireland, in the course of a 
speech he was making here. The attack 
reached a climax when a male sympathizer 
with the women threw a dead cat at the cab- 
inet member. As the missile hit Mr. Birrell 
on the chest, the man shouted: 

Torture that instead of defenseless wom- 
en.“ 

Another man threw a chunk of wood at Mr. 
Birrell, but it did not reach its mark. 

The audience turned on the suffragists 
and hustled them toward the door. There 
was uproar and flerce fighting for several 
minutes until the disturbers were thrown 
out of the hall. 


Unionists Discuss Suffrage. 
NORWICH, Nov. 14.—The question of wom- 
an suffrage was discussed at the annual Na- 
tional Unionist conference, which opened 
here today. Lord Robert Cecil tried to se- 
cure a pledge from the delegates to extend 
the parliamentary franchise to women. 
The matter was shelved by the adoption of 
an amendment making this proposed consti- 
tutional change dependent on the express 
sanction of the electorate. 2 
A resolution was carried with only three 
dissentients, pledging the Unionist party to 
a discontinuance of the payment of mem- 
bers of the house of commons. Members of 
parliament now receive $2,000 a year. 


ARRESTED AS $5,000 THIEF. 


Former Employe of Illinois Athletic 
Club Taken in Louisville for Al-

Richard. H. Thomas, formerly a cashier 
at the Illinois Athletic club, yesterday was 
arrested in Louisville by Pinkerton opers- 
tives for obtaining about $5,000 from two 
Chicago banks.

Le Roy Ryan Taken on Charge 
of Embezzlement. 


NEW WARRANTS ARE ISSUED 


Two Women Add Complaints Against 
: Missing Financier. 


Le Roy A. Ryan, former paying teller and 
cashier in Sollie Lewinsohn'’s private 
“ Traders’ bank,” was arrested yesterday on 
a warrant charging embezzlement. Ryan, 
who had been aiding Receiver Frank M. Mc- 
Key in going over the bank’s books, was 
taken by Detective Aiken in front of the bank 
building. 

The warrent was issued by Municipal Judge 
Gemmill on the complaint of Paul Steim of 381 
Bast Thirtyfirst street, a depositor. He had 
$100 on deposit in ‘ Soilie’s” private bank, 
and charged Ryan with embezzling the sum. 
Judge Gemmill also issued a warrant for 
Lewinsohn signed by Stein on the same 
charge. 


Two More Warrants for Sol. 

Two additional warrants for Lewinsohn's 
arrest were issued during the day by Judge 
Mahoney in the Criminal court building. 
These were granted on the recommendation 
of Assistant States Attorney John E. 
Murphy. They charge larceny by bailee and 
operation of a confidence game. 

Mrs. Hannah Tremmeling is the complain- 
ant on the charge of larceny by bailee. The 
amount involved is $1,200 and the date of the 
alleged offense was fixed as Aug. 10, 1913. 

The confidence game charge involves $400 
and was made by Mrs. Catherine Wahl- 
quiet. The date was fixed as Nov. 8,1013. In 
the firet charge the bond was fixed at $2,500 
and in the second 61.000. 

States Attorney Hoyne’s detectives were 
detailed to locate Lewinsohn and bring him 
back to Chicago. Simultaneously Judge Car- 
penter in the United States District court 
entered an order restraining Mrs. Rachael 
B. Lewinsohn, Sollie s wife, from dispos- 
ing of any of her property in which the miss- 
ing bondsman might have an interest.

SEEKS T0 BOOST 
CITY'S LIGHT BILL 


Electrician Palmer’s Plan 
Draws Protest from the 
Drainage Trustees. 


FIND MOVE MYSTERIOUS 


Are Unable to Figure Why High- 
er than Contract Price 
Should Be Paid. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The sanitary district has a contract to sup- 
ply the city with electric current for 23,000 
street lights. The contract price is one-half 
a cent a kilowatt hour. It is proposed by 
City Electrician Palmer and certain drainage 
trustees to increase this cost to the city about 
11 per cent. 

Drainage Trustees Paullin and Clark told 
the city council finance committee that this 
is a “plan to discredit the hydro-electric 
plant of the district and eventually throw 
the city’s lighting contract over to the Com- 
monwealth Edison company.” 

Increased cost for street lights 8 less 
lighting and therefore less protection on the 
thoroughfares at night, or increased taxes 
for the lighting now received. Paullin and 
Clark put the proposition so strong to the 
aldermen that a special meeting of the finance 
committee will be held next Friday morning 
to discuss the situation. . 


Why Pay More than Contract Price?’ 

Why should the city pay the district more 
money for lights than it has contracted to 
pay?“ asked Trustee Clark. “Why should 
you attempt to break that contract in order 
to pay us more money when we have not 
asked for it? Why take money away from 
the lean pocket of the city and put it in the 
fat pocket of the district?” 

Didn't you ask us to boost the price?” in- 
quired Ald. Long. Didn't you represent 
that you were supplying current to the city 
below the cost to the district?’’ 

Never,“ replied Mr. Clark. Some of 
the trustees may have made such representa- 
tions to the city officials, but the drainage 
board never has adopted a policy of that kind 
It never has suggested that the rates be in- 
creased nor has there been any committee 
report or recommendation from an engineer 
to the board that the rates be increased.” 


Ald, Beilfuss Wants to Know. 

Why are we considering the question of 
raising them?“ asked Ald. Beilfuss. 

“There is no reason why you should,” 
said Mr. Clark. Some one handed the city 
electrician misinformation. The facts are 
that the sanitary district last, year had a 
net profit of $287,000 on its electric plant. The 
bills of the city aggregated $222,000. Any 
one can see the district could have supplied 
all of those city lights free of charge and 
still had a surplus. 

There has been a lot of figuring to show 
it has cost more than we have received to 
supply the lights. That is bookkeeping. The 
fact is that we obtained the profit of $237,000. 

Instead of lowering the rate, it is proposed 
to increase it. This increase means about 
$40,000 additional burden a year for the same 
amount of lighting. Do you want to decrease 
your lighting by $40,000 or tax the people 
pan ee more to keep the same amount of 
lighting?!“

Nonpartisanship in local politics, gro- 
viously advocated in the Pré@gressive city 
platform, was opposed by the Progressive 
county committee meeting at the City club 
yesterday. A resolution binding the organi- 
zation to nominate, as far as possible, alder- 
manic candidates in every ward next spring 
was adopted. Disapproval of fugional alli- 
ances with other parties also was voiced by 
the committee, 

The only saving clause in the resolution 
was a proviso that gives to Progressives in 
the various wards the power to indorse non- 
partisan movements, if in their judgment 
such a course ig feasible and desirable.“ 

State Chairman Raymond Robins is cred- 
ited with the authorship of that part of the 
resolution which discountenances Progres- 
sive indorsement of any other party candi- 
date. As originally written, this clause bound 
all Progressives, but it was changed to ex- 
press the sentiment only of the county com- 
mittee. 


Three Hours of Discussion. 

While no objection was heard when the 
resolution finally was put toa viva voce vote, 
the action was preceded by three hours of 
warm discussion in executive session, dur- 
ing which many of the committee members 
are said to have disagreed with the leaders. 
Newspaper men were barred from the room 
when the oratory showed signs of becoming 
heated. The resolutions as adopted follow: 
* Until the law provides for nonpartisan 
election of municipal officials, the Progres- 
sive varty in Chicago recommends that a 
Progressive candidate for alderman be nom- 
inated in every ward in the city, except 
where, in the judgment of the local Progres- 
sives, nonpartisan movement Is feasible and 
desirable. 
Be it further resolved, That it is the unan- 
imous judgment of the Progressive county 
committee that under no circumstances 
should the’ Progressives of any ward indorse 
a candidate running on any other party 
ticket.” : 


Ald. Merriam’s Interpretation, 
Ald. Charles E. Merriam, who was elected 
as an independent, interpreted the last clause 
to mean that the Moosers would refuse to 
join in the support of any other party candi- 
date, either in the aldermanic or county elec- 
tions next year.

ISAAC GREENSFELDER DEAD; 
“DEAN OF JEWISH CHARITIES.” 


Stricken on One of His Daily Visits to 
Michael Reese Hospital, Where Son 
Was Conducting Clinic. 


Tsaac Greensfelder, known as the dean of 
Jewish charities’ in Chicago, died yester- 
day of angina pectoris at Michael Reese hos- 
pital, of which he was one of the founders 
and president for more than twenty years.

COMPLETE WORK 


_ ON MONEY BILL 


Democrats and Republicans to 
Submit Drafts to Sen- 
ate Next Week. 


EIGHT BANKS, DECISION. 


Administration Measure Also 
Specifies Board of Seven, 
Agreeing with House. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—The adminis- 
tration currency bill as it probably will goto 
the senate with the approval of President 
Wilson was completed tonight by six Demo- 


*crats of the senate banking and currency 
| committee. Senator Hitchcock and the five 
| Republican members of the committee con- 


tinued to write into their draft of the measure 
amendments of which the White House has 


| disapproved. 


Arrangements probably will be made to- 


‘morrow to send both bills to the senate for 
’ consideration some time next week. 


As completed the Democratic measure pro- 
vides for a system of eight regional banks, to 
be capitalized by enforced subscriptions from 
the national banks of the country, with un- 
limited powers of rediscount and currency 
issue and the power to hold reserves, the en- 
tire system to be under the control of a fed- 
eral reserve board. 


Minor Amendments Are Made. 

In today's session the Democrats—Chair- 
man Owen and Senators Pomerene, Hollis, 
Reed, O'Gorman, and Shafroth—made minor 
amendments in the bill. They cut down the 
federal reserve board from nine, as fixed 
by a former vote of the committee, to seven, 
as originally fixed in the house bill. et 

The secretary of the treasury and six mem- 
bers to be appointed by the president, with 
regard to the financial, commercial, and geo- 
grephical divisions of the country,“ would 
compose the board. Each member would 
hold office for six years, one term expiring 
each year, and would receive $10,000 a year 
salary. 

The Republicans considered a proposition 
advanced by Senator Bristow providing 
that after the regional banks had paid 5 per 
cent dividends on their capital stock and had 
accumulated a 20 per cent surplus, the re- 
mainder of the earnings should be equally 
divided. between the government and a fund 
to guarantee deposits. 

Senator Bristow was allowed time to draft 


_his proposal into the earnings sections of the 


bil. 

Provides for 6 Per Cent Dividends. 

The administration bill will provide that 
the banks shali pay 6 per cent dividends on 
their stock, accumulate a 20 per cent surplus, 
and that all the earnings above that figure 
ghall go to the government. ‘ 
‘The Democrats eliminated from the re- 
demption section of the bill the provision that

ASKS FLUOR SPAR MINE QUIZ 


Representative Fowler Says Tar- 
iff Law Caused Shutdown. 


SEES STEEL TRUST’S HAND. 


Asserts House Members Are Afflicted 
with Long Termitis; Should Quit.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—[{Special.J— 
Representative Fowler of Illinois tomorrow 
will ask Secretary Redfield to inquire into 
the shutdown of the Roseclaire fluor spar 
mines in southern Illinois. These mines last 
year produced about 90 per cent of the fluor 
spar used by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, according to Mr. Fowler. 

The Illinoisan declared the closing indicates 
large importations of fluor spar from Europe 
because of the reduction of the duty in the 
Underwood tariff law. He also alleges that 
it may indicate an intention on the part of 
the United States Steel corporation to cut 
down in its option in the near future. 


Fluor Spar Duty Cut in Half. 

Under the Payne-Aldrich tariff law fluor 
spar carried a duty of $3 a ton. This was re- 
duced to $1.50 a ton in the Underwood law. 
Practically ail the fluor spar mined in this 
country comes from Hardin county, III., and 
northern Kentucky. Hardin county mines 
over 90 per cent of it. 

The foreign fluor spar comes from Derby- 
shire, England, and Germany. It is inferior 
in quality to the American alloy and the 
product of the refuse heaps of abandoned 
lead mines. 

The Roseciaire fluor spar mines closed be- 
cause the steel company notified it would 
not want any more fluor spar for an indefinite 
period. The company usually buys enough 
to last from three to nine months.

AMERICAN SURGERY. 

The inauguration of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons in Chicago is an event in 
the history of the community as well as in 
the history of American science. That Chi- 
cago was chosen for the inaugural meeting 
fs an honor Chicago appreciates, and will 
appreciate more as time records the ever 
growing achievements of American sur- 
geons. 

It is not a chauvinism to assert that 
American surgery leads the world. It io 
fact. For a decade or more, what may be 
called the tide of surgical travel, the sur- 
geon’s pilgrimage, has been toward America, 
just as the physician's or the research work- 
er's pilgrimage has been away from us, to 
Germany, to France, to Great Britain. The 
frontier work of modern surgery has been 
done here in our country, and the most pro- 
gteasive workers in this field abroad have 
been coming to America for suggestion, in- 
struction, and inspiration. And American 
surgery is not an affair of the last decade by 
any means. Modern surgery began with 
the ansesthetic, without which its achieve- 
ments would have been impossible, and it 
was in America, from Guthrie down to Mor- 
tom, that the use of the genera! anesthetic 
was daringly developed and applied. 
early American surgeon, Dphraim MacDow- 
ell of Kentucky, led the way in abdominal 
operations, and that wes long before the 
day of antiseptic surgery. Before the work 
of this pioneer, surgery was confined chiefly 
to the Hmbs and did not venture upon the 
infinitely more delicate and complex prob- 
lems of the trunk. 

Even the next great advance, the anti- 
septic method of treating wounds, the chief 
honors for which must go to Pasteur and 
Lister, was more promptly and resource- 
fully taken advantage of by American sur- 
geons, with the result, already stated, of 
placing American surgery in the foremost 
rank. 

It is fair to say, also, that Chicago may 
claim a very special place in this history, 
for Parkes and Senn were probably the most | 
aggressive pioneers of the new surgery. 

These men, whose names are household 
words in this city, were, in fact, typical in 
thelr possession of the virtues which have 
placed American surgery whereitis. These 
virtues are great scientific daring and tech- 
nical ingenuity of the highest order. Cour ' 
age, backed by practical sense and great 
mechanical resourcefulness, has paved the 
whole road of American surgery with splen- 
did achievement and is carrying it for- 
ward today to great triumphs. 

The American Collége of Surgery has a 
noble tradition to sustain and carry forward,

COLDS. 

OLDS may be due to any one of 
several different bacteria. They are 
contagious, and should be treated as 
such. While they are not danger- 

ous in themselves, they become dan- 
gerous, because they spread or develop into 
other and more serious diseases—pneumonia, 
diphtheria, consumption, and Bright's dis- 
ease. 

Colds due to the presence of the pneu- 
mococcus, the germ of pneumonia, and those 
due to the presence of the germ that causes 
diphtheria are of the most Importance. The 
reason for this is that these germs may pro- 
duce a.sore throat of inflammation of the 
mucous membrane of the nose, which 
other people may eateh diphtheria or pneu- 
monia. While colds due to the other bac 
teria may not prove serious, they should 
never be treated lightly.

A man may catch a cold from himself. 
He may catch « cold from another man. 
When one has a cold he should avoid crowds; 
remain as far away from his fellow men as 
possible; avoid sneezing when in the pres- 
ence of others, or aneeze or cough into a 
handkerchief held before the nose. 

Besides the germ which is the exciting 
cause of the cold there are contributing 
causes, such as sudden exposure to cold, ex- 
posure to hot, stuffy air, overfeeding, under- 
feeding, failure ‘of the organs of elimination 
(bowels and kidneys) to carry away all 
waste products, errors in clothing, overin- 
dulgence in alcoholic stimulants. 


¢ — 

Colds usually begin mn the nose. This is 
especially true where there is a crooked sep- 
tum, spur or bony growths, enlarged tur- 
binates, or adeneids to interfere with the 
free passage of air. A blockaded nose does 
not drain well, and drainage {s essential. 

In case of mouth breathers, or where there 
are diseased tonsils, the cold may begin in 
the throat. Such persons should exercise 
special care to keep the mouth clear by the 
free use of antiseptic washes morning and 
evening. The teeth should also be kept clean 
by brushing thoroughly after each meal: 

To avoid catching colds, deformities in 
the nose should be put and kept in order. 
The tonsils, if diseased, should be removed or 
cared for, according to the advice of a physi- 
an who knows how they should be cared 

or, 

Since lowered ritality has much to do 

with catching colds, body resistance should 
be kept up to efficiency by proper regard for 
body hygiene. 
Cold catchers” should not overeat or 
undereat; they should avoid hot, stuffy, poor- 
ly ventilated halls and poorly ventilated 
rooms where people assemble. They should 
live and sleep in the open air as much as pos- 
sible, keep the organs of elimination normal, 
and cultivate a cheerful disposition.~

WINTER ITCH CURE. 

Mrs. M. W. writes: Last winter my hus- 
band and I somehow acquired what we 
thought was winter itch, but what our phy- 
sician declared was plain, dirty, old itch. 
The skin looked perfectly healthy, but itched 
violently in spots, and, after scratching, 
would look red and like goose flesh. It trav- 
eled all over the body (except the face), but, 
as a rule, seemed to be active in only a com- 
paratively small area at one time After 
several weeks it developed [at the base of the 
fingers only] in rather hard flesh that scaled 
off, always accompanied by the violent itch- 
ing, but on the rest of the body it continued 
in the form first described. We tried various 
salves, etc., which relieved temporarily, but 
did not cure. It finally left us with the com- 
ing of the warm weather last June. It has 
reappeared on me with the first cold weather 
this fall, simultaneously with the wearing of 
last winters union sults, but not on my hus- 
band, who has not yet put on heavy under- 
wear. Is this a parasite or a skin condition? 
We wear cotton underwear; perspire normal- 
ly; bathe often. Is there any relief?’ 


3 RLT. 

You have winter itch, I should say. This condi- 
tion results in part from the warmer, more !rri- 
tating underwear. Much the more important cause 
fs dry air. No local treatment, except frequent 
bathing to remove the dead skin, is of service. 

The remedy is water. Drink more of it to increase 
the amount of perspiration. Above all, put more 
water in the air of your rooms. Get a hygrometer 
and keep the humidity of your rooms to 50 or 
above, and your itch will stop. 

Your husband does not stay so closely at home, 
and in consequence his itch is lagging a few 
weeks. It will get him before Christmas.

Dr. T. Anthony Kreuser’s Case. 

The electro-therapeutic treatments of Dr. 
T. Anthony Kreuser of 2152 Montrose avenue 
were pronounced valueless so far as they 
affected Mrs. Thomas Novak of 3722 North 


Hoyne avenue, by Judge Fisher yesterday. 

Dr. Kreuser had brought Mrs. Novak be- 
fore the judge because of an unpaid bill for 
electro-therapeutic services from March 20 
to and including Aug. 4, 1913, amounting 
to $60. 

Mrs. Novak had gone to Dr. Kreuser after 
she had been told by an eminent physician 
she could not be cured of her illness. Dr. 
Kreuser had guaranteed a cure by his electric 
machines. For some time Mrs. Novak took 
the treatments, paying $2 immediately after 
each treatament. 

But Mrs. Novak did not get well. Then she 
refused to pay, citing the contract. The doc- 
tor sought the courts. 

In giving his decision in the case Judge 
Fisher said there were some things that he 
could not understand about the electro- 
therapeutic treatments. One was the guar- 
anteed cure of a patient whom a prominent 
physician, a specialist in his line, said that 
he could not improve. 

Another one of the strange features in the 
case was that the patient had paid promptly 
after each treatment until the break. Then 
the patient had stopped paying for the treat- 
ments, and seemed interested as a patient 
should be only in getting well. Dr. Kreuser, 
the judge declared, had continued giving the 
treatments under the conditions and had ac- 
cepted the terms. The court therefore ruled 
in favor of the defendant.

Will Comfort's 
Untold Vision. 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 
ILL LEVINGTON COMFORT is 
noted for his impressive book titles, 
and his latest novel. DOWN 
ANONG MEN.“ is no exception to 
the happy rule (George H. Doran 
company). Perhaps this is the best book 
which Mr. Comfort has written; were one to 
judge it by the first one-third, he would de- 
clare without hesitation that it is one of the 
strongest books ever written in the United 
States. In that first one-third Mr. Comfort 
tells the story of a war correspondent in tne 
Russo-Japanese conflict, who. cast out of the 
clique of his fellows by a misunderstanding, 
makes his way through the Japanese lines 
to the Russian frontiers in the companion- 
ship of an extraordinary man, Duke Fallows, 
and witnesses the grtat battle of Liaoyang. 

Then, with 100,000 words of impassioned 
reporting in his pockets, he fights his way 
past river thugs, lepers, official opposition, 
back to America. There he takes a poetic 
revenge upon the correspondent chiefly in- 
strumental in ostracizing him. by causing his 
report to be printed in this man’s newspaper. 
He wins a crisp, bright fame, makes a small 
fortune, meets a remarkable woman whom 
he loves, and then proceeds incontinently to 
give himself up to months of debauchery. 

He writes and rewrites a play which meets 
with moderate success; he puts forth a novel 
which he believes to be the profoundly sin- 
cere utterance of a man who has as the con- 
sequence of his own misfortunes and vices 
lived down among men,“ and for which he 
is unable to find a publisher. 

The woman, Betty Berry, whom he loves, a 
lovely character, is sacrificed completely to 
John Morning's soul development. She dies, 
gently insane, that he may be the voice of 
the man lowest down. 

Now what, precisely, did Mr. Comfort mean 
by all this? The reader easily perceives the 
intensity with which it is written, and the 
earnestness of Mr. Comfort’s intention. 
There is clearly evidenced, too, that subtle 
and peculiar understanding of women which 
is comparable to that of William Sharp in his 
Fiora Macleod personality. There are in- 
dications, too, of the occult which pique the 
interest, but the book, remarkable as it ia, 
fails somehow to prove its own case. 

John Morning does not appear to the read- 
er save in the first part of the book to be 
anything like so remarkable as Mr. Comfort 
thinks heis. The message to man is not clear. 
The pathos of sin and defeat is not sufficiently 
dramatized and the wanton sacrifice of the 
admirable heroine is really shocking. The 
whole of it seems to be that Mr. Comfort 
had some vision which he has not made 
plain to hia readers. The book challenges at- 
tention, but it does not carry conviction, and 
this in spitg of the fact that it contains some 
of the most remarkable scenes which have 
appeared in recent American fiction.

O ONE who knew the eiflike ‘* Loie” 
Fuller when she frisked about the 
quiet little village half way between 
Chicago and Aurora ever jmagined 
that she would one day dance herself 


into fame, that two worlds would applaud her 
grace, that she would write her memoirs, 
and that France’s greatest literary light 
would be proud to write a preface for it.

Yet here is Loe Fuller’s ‘‘ FIFTEEN 
YEARS OF A DANCER'S LIFE” (Small, 
Maynard & Co.), originally written in 
French, for her, for she never mastered the 
language, with an introduction by M. Ana- 
tole France.

Some Stories by 
Thomas Hardy.

HE books that are being published this 
week are mostly novels or books with 
a special Christmas flavor, new edi- 
tions of old favorites, and the like. In 
8 the line of fiction the most important 
book is A CHANGED MAN AND OTHER 
TALES.“ by Thomas Hardy (Harpers). One 
of these stories, ‘‘ The Waiting Supper, is 
almost long enough for a novelette, as it 
covers eighty-two large pages.

Mr. Hardy is always modest, and he fails 
to tell us what the publishers do not hesitate 
to say., Here is Hardy at his beset—the 
Hardy of Tess and The Return of the 
Native,’ a book to arouse the keen interest 
of every Hardy lover.“ Whether these 
stories are up to the high water mark of 
Tess and The Return of the Native,” I 
am not quite prepared to say, but they are 
up to a higher water mark than that of most 
writers of fiction amd are certainly well 
worth being reprinted. 

We have little of Thonias Hardy, who was 
never a prolifiic writer, and it is well that we 
cherish every scrap of his pen that comés 
our way, even his poetry. While one would 
hardly call Hardy a poet, there is some- 
thing about his poetry that commands more 
attention than that of the poet who rhymes 
dove and love. The large type and ample 


page of this volume commends it to the 


reader whose eyes require more or less con- 
sideration.

Pumpkin Pie. 
HE Thanksgiving pumpkin pie of former 
days was a pie of more eggs and more 
milk—the mixture put into the crust was 
thinner—than are the pumpkin pies of 
today. It had a custard-like skin on 
top. Formerly twice as much milk as pumpkin 
was used, and to a three quart mixture five or 
six eggs, with the requisite spices, were added. 

A study of recipes would show that almost 
any proportion of pumpkin and almost any 
proportion of milk may be used, if some thick- 
ening agent like eggs or even cornstarch (not 
advisable), or cracker crumbs is used. The 
eggless\ pumpkin pies are made by substitut- 
ing some of these thickenings. 

—— 

Most of the pies of today, and most of the 
recipes given have from one-quarter to one- 
half as much milk as pumpkin. A pie with 
equal amounts of milk and pumpkin, especial- 
ly. if about a third of the milk is cream, may 
be exceedingly fine. The best practice pre- 
scribes that the milk be scalded, but it does not 
seem to make much difference, although the 

umpkin flavor max be slightly enhanced in 
this way. 

One thing besides the greater quantity of 
milk used made the old fashioned pumpkin pie 
a smoother, more melting, and delicious thing 
The pumpkin was 


which the pumpkin is cooked, or upon the way 
it is spiced or sweetened. Of course, the using 
of brown sugar or half molasses makes the 
Pie darker. 

As to whether the golden field pumpkin or 
the pink sweet pumpkin is the better for pies, 
it all depends upon how either is prepared. 
The yellow pumpkin, though thready and 
coarse of grain, if carefully cooked will be 
almost as fine as squash when the water is all 
cooked out of it. The fine grained, sweet 
pumpkin, if cooked with too much water and 
for too long a time, will be dark and rather 


poor.

PREPARATION OF PUMPKIN.—Cut the 
pumpkin in half midway between the stem and 
blossom end and remove the seeds and most 
of the pulp. Do not scrape the pulp off, as 
this part of the pumpkin, the skin next to the 
pulp, is considered the richest. Cut each part 
into convenient pieces for paring; pare and then 
cut up into cubes an inch or so square and 
put to cook with enough water to show up 
through but not to cover. Some people steam 
the pumpkin. In order to cook thoroughly it 
needs to boil six hours. Less water is needed 
if it is boiled in the fireless cooker with one 
stone under it than when it is cooked on top 
of the stove, where it may have to be finished, 
that is, the water cooked away.

CLAIMS 256 DEAD 


Nearly 200 Lives Lost on 
Huron Alone; 48 in Waters 
of Superior. 


PROPERTY LOSS $5,000,000. 


Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 14.—Latest in- 
formation places the number of those whose 
lives were lost during the recent great lakes 
storm at 256. The property loss is figured 
at more than $5,000,000. 

One hundred and ninety-five lives were 
taken on Lake Huron, if the approximate 
figures are correct; forty-eight lives were 
lost in Lake Superior seven on Lake Mich- 
igan, and six in Lake Erie. 

One additional disaster became known to- 
day. That was the wrecking of the steamer 
Major, off Whitefish Point in Lake Superior. 
It was abandoned by the crew last night 
after a futile effort had been made to weather 
the second storm. The crew was picked up 
by a passing steamer. ;

Calls Storm Worst in 21 Years. 

Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 14.—Capt. A. C. 
May of the H. B. Hawgood, which ‘Was re- 
leased from Wees Beach, on the Canadian 
shore of Lake Huron last night, saw the 
Regina, Charles S. Price, and Isaac M. Scott 
as they sailed into the storm on Sunday. 

Deseribing what Me said was the worst 
storm he ever encountered during twenty 
years on the lakes, Capt. May said: 

„The wind and the sea kept increasing, and 
the snow got thicker. I should judge it was 
blowing about seventy-five miles an hour 
from the north-northeast. After a while it 
got so thick we could not see the smoke- 
stacks.

generally unintelligible in any language, have 
been seemingly disinclined to place their 
faulty and imperfect diction in bold relief 
by singing in English. ‘ 


Calls Possibilities Astounding. 

For the American composer to secure na- 
tional confidence and pride in his abilities, if 
he write opera at all, he must write English 
opera. The possibilities of operatic produc- 
tion in the country of the size and wealth of 
America, if the opera is sung in the vernacu- 
lar, are astounding. Italy. small and poor 
as it is, supports sixty theaters and opera 
houses where original opera produced. 

„The tendency for studénts to go abroad 
for musical training and prestige is depre- 
ciating. The finest schools and teachers in 
the world are to be found in America, and 
there is little reason for a student starving 
himself with the wages paid abroad for opera 
singing if opera were composed in the ver- 
nacular. 

As a people today we have an eminently 
original, imaginative, and constructive fac- 
ulty and when the rapid civilizing and de- 
veloping processes which we are now under- 
going shall have given us more leisure and 
broaderied our perceptions to the extent of 
enabling us to see in the cultivations of the 
arts one of the noblest fields for the exercise 
of human energy we may confidently expect 
to see American composers take a place in 
the world of music commensurate with the 
position to which workers in literature and 
other arts and sciences in this country have 
already attalned.“ 


Drama Immune from Critics. 

William Gillette said the drama was im- 
mune from the sting of critics, and that all 
teas, discussions of pundits, theater societies, 
college professors, and uplift propaganda fell 
upon the drama like water on the back of a 
duck. 

He said there are only two kinds of man- 
agérs—commercial and crazy—and that a 
manager had his rents to pay as well as 
other business men, and it was not wise for 
them to produce plays that draw no patron- 
age. He said all other persons, even to the 
secretary of state, could go after money with 
impunity, but a manager who wants to keep 


out of the bankruptcy courts was considered 
the most despicable, wretchedly commercial 
person in the world.

George McRae, a swindler and confidence 
man of high caliber, known to the police 
all over the worid, confessed yesterday to 
District Attorney Whitman in New York. 
According to the varied reports made public 
last night McRae confessed: 

A Chicago woman was awindled out of 
$400,000. . 

The Chicago police collected 10 per cent of 
the $400,000. | 

The confidence men worked the “ wire tap- 
ping game. 

The victims were lured on by clairvoyants. 

The Chicago police kept books on the vic- 
tims and demanded 10 per cent of all pro- 
ceede. 


Lives with Her Daughter. 

The identity of the Chicago woman is with- 
held by Whitman in New York. The Chi- 
cago police and private detective branches 
declare they never heard of her of her case. 
One New York story is to the effect that 
the woman is living here with a wealthy 
daughter. Another story says the Chicago 
woman was a friend of one of the operators.

Jesse Guillage, a negro doorman for clair- 
voyants, testified in Chicago last week he 
worked as a doorman for Shea in his clair- 
voyant establishment near the Astor house 
in New York before he came to Chicago to 
work in a similar capacity for James Ryan. 
alias Prof. Milton, on North State street. 


Woman Loses $212,000. | 

Al Cohen, a former New York policeman, 
was closeted With Whitman during the day;

Sleuth in Dark. 

Detective agencies in Cn:cago would have 
pooh-poohed the whole story, they said, ex- 
cept they have come into contact with the 
McRae gang a number of times. They knew 
of no Chicago woman who had been swindled 
to any such ex‘ent. 

“No gullible Chicago woman has that 
much ready money to be swindled out of,” 
said W. E. Webster, superintendent of the 
Pinkerton agency. “It would have been 
known immediately. Some of the gang would 
have boasted of it. and it would have come 
to some of us. 

“It is barely possible some woman in Chi- 
cago has become wealthy without any no- 
toriety. That is the only possibility. The 
whole McRae gang is familiar to us. 

McRae and his followers are perfectly 
capable, he said, of getting as much money 

as that. He cited two cases where they ob- 
tained more than $50,000. 


News to Burns Man.

Dun’s Review Sees Activities Sustained 
Despite Temporary Check—Manufac- 
turing Output Close to Maximum.

Dun's Review, published today by R. G. 
Dun & Co., will say: 

“While manufacturing and wholesale 

activities were sustained and retail trade 
was stimulated by wider demands for sea- 
sonable needs, widespread storms early in 
the week, lake disasters, and interrupted 
communication were temporary adverse 
factors. Trading defaults again are higher 
and collections irregular, but money con- 
tinues easy in tone and favors preparations 
for heavy corporate financing. 
“The leading industries in this district 
Maintain outputs close to the maximum 
volume and sustained rapid consumption 
prevents an oversurplus of crude and finished 
stocks. New demands were more dormant in 
the metal working branches, commitments 
at this time being delayed pending re- 
adjustments as to costs of production. Ad- 
vanced plans for important undertakings in- 
dicate that large contracts soon will be closed 
and strengthen the general business pros- 
pects.
